Venison Is Good 
Eating When 
Handled Properly 


There is more to the fun of bag- 


it. 

Since deer season has opened, 
remember that deer meat is excel- 
Int eating, and there is many a 
good meal in even a spike buck 
Many pople don't like vension sim- 
ply Because the meat was not porp- 
erly handled from bagging to, eat- 
ing. 

As soon as the deer.is dead... 
and make sure you may be wearing 
a hat rack in your stomach... cut 
open the body cavity and drain out 
all of the blood before it ely or| 


Skin the animal immediately or 
take it të ‘a good butcher. The most 
important® phase is to hang the deer 
in a cold locker above freezing 
temperature for as long as three 
weeks .This aging is important for | 
tendering the. meat and really 
bringing out the good flavor. 
After aging, have the carcass 
cut into steaks, roasts, and deer 
burgers: Wrap the meat in moist- 
ure-proof paper... not butcher’s 
wrapping paper + and quick 
freeze, Slow freezing will cause 
large ice crystals and loss in flavor. 

Game meat has less-fat than do- 
mestic animals. Therefore, when 
you are cooking vension steaks 
with a dry cooking method, use a 
plentiful amount of fat. And if 
there is a doubt about tenderness, 
use a meat tenderizer. 

Practically all vension goes well 
in a thick stew. More people should 
try hickory wood-barecued vension 
and no basting sauce. However, ‘if 
you must use a-barbecue sauce, 
have it ready for serving with the 
meat. 


Dip Poinsettia Stem 
And Prevent Wilting 


GAINESVILLE — For fresher, 
longer lasting poinsettia decora- 
tions, treat the cut stems to pre- 
vent prematuré` wilting, suggests 
Dr. T. J. Sheehan, assistant horti- 
culturist with the Florida Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 

As flowers are harvested, im- 
merse the stem end in hot water for 
about, a minute, then plunge the 
cut end in cold water. Dot not ex- 
pose the flowers to the steam. This 
two-step process coagulates the 
milky sap and reduces wilting. 

An alternate method of of treat- 
ing poinsettias recommended by 
Sheehan is to singe the out stems| 
over a flame for a second or two; 

For best results, cut the flowers 
about 18 hours prior to working 
them into a wreath or bouquet, and 
store them in a cool, draft-free 
place.

Installment accounts — This is 
also known as “dealer credit” and 
“buying on time.” The cost of in- 
stallment ‘credit is expressed as 
carrying charges more often than 


-interest rates, The true annual in- 


terest rate may be as much as 25 
percent, 

Bank. credit — The interest rate 
on bank credit is usually 8 percent. 
It will be more if the bank follows 
the-practice of discounting the loan 
at the time it is made, or if the loan 
is repaid in installments rather 
than a lumpsum at the end of the 
loan period.
